The popularity of Floyd Dobbins 
was unquestioned and his election 
over Cloice Weider was not a sur­ 
prise, although Mr. Weider polled 
9 65 votes. Dobbins received 157 2.

Immuniza tio n Ag a inst 
Diphtheria to Sta rt 
In Arling to n Scho o ls 


“An ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure” may be applied to 
the drive for immunization against 
diphtheria which the Arlington 
Heights Board of Health and the 
Public Health committee are spon­ 
soring in the elementary schools. 
Only about 50 per cent of the 
children in this 
community are 
protected against this dread^ and 
preventable disease—diphtheria. 
Last year an 
average of 100 
children died week ly from diph­ 
theria in the United States. At 
least fifteen times as many more 
children suffered from the disease. 
The same thing will happen this 
year. 
Many unprotected children 
will suffer with diphtheria and ev­ 
ery day some of them will die of it. 
If your child has not been immun­ 
ized, ne may be among the victims. 
No child need have diphtheria. In 
most instances two doses of tox­ 
oid, a very simple, harmless treat­ 
ment, w'ill render a child immune. 
Two doses of toxoid will be given 
in the Arlington Heights schools to 
each child ha^dng his parent’s writ- 
il 
ten consent. The local doctors will 
give the injections. A small charge 
will be made for the treatments. 
It is hoped that 
every parent 
ila hi 
whose child has not been protected 
against diphtheria will tak e advant­ 
age of the progrram to be offered in 
the elementary 
schools within a 
few week s. Parents are urged to 
help mak e Arlington Heights 100 
per cent immunized against diph­ 
theria.

Immunization Against 
Diphtheria to Start 
In Arlington Schools 


“An ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure” may be applied to 
the drive for immunization against 
diphtheria which 
the 
Arlington 
Heights Board of Health and the 
Public Health committee are spon­ 
soring in the elementary schools. 
Only about 50 per cent of the 
children in this 
community are 
protected against this dreaded and 
preventable disease—diphtheria. 
I/ast year an 
average of IOO 
children died weekly from diph­ 
theria in the United States. 
At 
least fifteen times as many more 
children suffered from the disease. 
The same thing will happen this 
year. 
Many unprotected children 
will suffer with diphtheria and ev­ 
ery day some of them will die of it. 
If your child has not been immun­ 
ized, he may be among the victims. 
No child need have diphtheria. In 
most instances 
two doses of tox­ 
oid, a very simple, harmless treat­ 
ment, will render a child immune. 
Two doses of toxoid will be given 
in the Arlington Heights schools to 
each child having his parent’s writ­ 
ten consent. The local doctors will 
give the injections. A small charge 
will be made for the treatments. 
It is hoped that 
every parent 
whose child has not been protected 
against diphtheria will take advant­ 
age of the program to be offered in 
the elementary 
schools within a 
few weeks. Parents are urged to 
help make Arlington Heights IOO 
per cent immunized against diph­ 
theria.

Auditor’s Report Shows 
Improvement in 
Financial Status 


There wras not many voters of 
Wheeling township present Tues­ 
day afternoon to listen to the an­ 
nual financial reports of the super­ 
visor regarding township and road 
and bridge funds, but it was ail 
good new's. Harold Hastings acted 
as moderator. 
The books of the township are 
audited periodically by E. F. Laur- 
in arid the annual report with that 
of Gilbert Klehm, supervisor and 
treasurer of the road and bridge 
funds, were officially received and 
accepted. The published financial 
report appears in this issue of the 
Herald. 
The general financial status has 
been further improved by the re­ 
tirement of many of the old tax 
warrants making a net reduction 
of $1,310.26 for the year. 
On 
March 25, outstanding 
tax war­ 
rants totaled $7,023.60 compared 
with $8,333.86 of 
previous year. 
The balance sheet gave an increase 
of $3,049.56 in assets in the tow-n 
fund and an increase of $3,745.18 
in the road and bridge funds. There 
has been no change during the 
year in the Grandt account. 
New Equipment 
The highway 
commissioner se­ 
cured during the year $1,411.71 in 
new' equipment, all of which is paid 
for. An adjustment has been made 
between the accounts of the towrn 
and 
bridge 
funds, 
eliminating 
debits and credits between the two 
that have existed for many years. 
There are still a few' tax warrants 
outstanding for 1937 
and 
prior 
years, but it should be possible to 
cancel all of them within the com­ 
ing year. 
All except $198.46 of 
1939 warrants have been retired. 
Outstanding 1940 warrants amount 
to $5,500, which will be retired on 
receipt of the coming tax money, 
as against $6,000 last year. 
Keep Within Budget 
The township officials kent well 
within their budget on alf items 
of expenditure. How’ever, the loss 
and cost of collections reached $1,- 
087.75 compared to $375 allowed 
in the budget. This is due to the 
county clerk’s collection fees of 
$957.28. The total amount budgeted 
for 
township purposes 
w'as $9,- 
055.00. 
The actual expenditures 
were $6,478.28. 
Supervisor 
Klehm 
saved 
the 
township money in many ways. The 
budget provided $450 as supervis­ 
or’s fees and salary; none was ex­ 
pended. Only half of the $330 pro­ 
vided for legal fees w'as used. Sav­ 
ings of many hundreds of dollars 
were made in the expenses of the 
town officers. Transportation and 
travel wras only $88.50 
(budget 
$300), and nothing was expended 
for office equipment while station­ 
ery expense w'as only $14.84 (bud­ 
get $150). 
Expenditures in detail can be 
found in the published report in 
this issue. 
Relief Funds 
The operation of the poor relief 
require the sale of tax warrants. 
During the year $9,000 of tax war­ 
rants issued during the previous 
year payable from 1939 taxes have 
been paid. There w'ere issued $12,- 
000 in 1940 warrants w'hich are out­ 
standing. 
The county clerk levied $16,526 
for relief purposes from 1939 taxes. 
Collections, 
including 
collection 
fees were only $11,190.42. 
Mr. Laurin closed his audit w'ith 
the following statement: “Consid­ 
erable improvement has been noted 
in the keeping of the records of 
the town fund and the road and 
bridge fund by the towmship super­ 
visor and the township clerk, and 
are now in good condition.”

First of all, we’ll beat the egg yolks with a rotary beater. They 
must be beaten until they are thick and lemon-colored. This will take 
about five minutes. And it is right here that the downfall of many a 
sponge cake occurs, because under beaten egg yolks are fatal to your 
sponge cake. It will never rise high and light and fluffy if you neglect 
the egg yolks. 
Now begin beating in the sugar very gradually . . . a little at a 
time . . . alternating it with 3 tbsp, of the cold water. Continue beating 
until the yolks, sugar and water are completely blended. 
In Adding The Flour 
Of course, the flour has been sifted before it was measured. Now 
blend‘the flour into the egg yolk mixture alternately with the remaining 
3 tbsp, water. A little flour beaten or folded into the mixture . . . then 
a little water. When that is thoroughly blended . . . a little more flour 
well blended in . . . then a little more water, and so on until all the flour 
and water have been added and are completely blended into the mixture. 
Next blend in the lemon rind and flavoring. 
The Egg Whites Are Important, Too 
Now for the egg whites. Over-beaten or under-beaten, they are 
disastrous to your sponge cake. But when they are just right, they’ll 
help your cake to rise beautifully high and light and tender,—that is if 
you have already given the egg yolks their due beating. 
So let's begin right away beating our mass of egg whites with a 
wire whip. As soon as they are frothy, add the salt and baking powder. 
Now keep beating with your whip until they will stand in nice peaks 
when you pull out the beater. They must stand and not slump back 
into the egg white mass. Also they must look fine-grained and glossy. 
Now is the time to stop beating. For in a minute or two they’d become 
coarse-grained, dull, curdled-looking and altogether beyond redemption 
How To Fold 
Immediately drop this mass of egg whites onto the batter and 
cut down through the batter with the edge of a big spoon. Turn the 
spoon and bring it up along the side of the bowl and thus FOLD some 
of the batter over the whites. Then turn your spoon and cut down again. 
Continue until the egg white mass is completely distributed through 
the batter. 
Now pour the batter into an ungreased and unfloured deep tube 
center pan 9 to IO inches in diameter. To break any large air bubbles, 
cut down through the batter with a knife. 
Baking 
Have the oven heated to 325° F. (slow moderate heat) when you 
put your sponge cake in it, and keep it at that temperature throughout 
the baking. It will take 60 to 65 minutes. The cake is done when the 
top surface springs back if you touch it with your finger. But it is not 
done if the imprint of your finger remains visible. 
When you take it from the oven, invert the pan immediately and 
let the cake hang in the pan until entirely cold. Then gently remove it 
from the pan with a spatula.

Disguised as hardworking rail­ 
road emp loy ees, three holdup men 
boldly entered the Franzen money 
exchange at Bensenville at 9 o’clock 
Wednesday 
morning 
and 
after 
holding a dozen customers at bay 
for ten minutes looted the p lace 
of .accessible cash amounting to $2,- 
000 and escap ed in an automobile, 
cutting telenhone connections be­ 
fore they did so. 
The robbers, all said to be about 
30 y ears of age, selected the best 
day of the month to make a haul 
in Bensenville. Wednesday was 
p ay day for scores of workers at 
the Milwaukee

ets.

while the looting op erations were 
in p rogress.

This method 
is not still p hotograp hy or motion 
p ictures, but it is a magnification 
of what is actually hap p ening un­ 
der the microscop e. 
The microvivarium stresses the 
demonstration of p hy siological p he­ 
nomena in living beings. Cells are 
shown in the very act of moving, 
eating, digesting, dividing, fight­ 
ing, dy ing, and reacting to stimuli.

Disguised as hardworking rail­ 
road employees, three holdup men

Dr. George Roemmert 
Will Speak Saturday 
At Maine Junior College 


Dr. 
George 
Roemmert, 
well­ 
known biologist, will demonstrate 
his famous microvivarium, a de­ 
vice for magnifying and projecting 
microscopic material, at 8 p. rn., 
Saturday, in the Maine gymnasium. 
The microvivarium, shown at 
both the Chicago and New York 
World Fairs, is Dr. 
Roemmert’s 
own creation. By a combination of 
mirrors, prisms, and microscopes, 
he is able to project on a screen, 
living images of minute plants and 
animals, magnified thousands of 
times their natural size. The ob­ 
server is able to look directly into 
the microscopic world and see the 
actual micro-organisms in natural 
color and movement. This method 
is not still photography or motion 
pictures, but it is a magnification 
of what is actually happening un­ 
der the microscope. 
The microvivarium stresses the 
demonstration of physiological phe­ 
nomena in living beings. Cells are 
shown in the very act of moving, 
eating, digesting, dividing, fight­ 
ing, dying, and reacting to stimuli. 
This lecture is not given from 
the purely “scientific” view-point, 
but is made to appeal chiefly to 
lay-people, who would 
otherwise 
have no opportunity to see and un­ 
derstand 
microscopic demonstra­ 
tions. 
The biology department of Maine 
township junior college is sponsor­ 
ing Dr. Roemmert.

Now the Surplus Commod i­ 
ties Corporation , which is an ad ­ 
jun ct of the AAA, furn ishes relief 
clien ts 50'/r of their allowan ce in 
surplus commod ities through the 
retail grocery trad e. 
This is accomplished by the fol- 
-low’in g method : The Surplus Com­ 
mod ities 
Corporation 
cooperates 
w ith the relief ad min istration an d 
•the relief ad min istration gives its 
’clien ts stamps in stead of mon ey or 
kiommod ities for their food . Sup­ 
pose a relief clien t’s family is en ­ 
titled to $15 a mon th for food . This 
is supplied to them in oran ge col­ 
ored stamps an d they may be used 
on ly in the purchase of food items 
in stores that are cooperatin g with 
the ad min istration .

Most of the rise in hog prices 
sin ce last Jun e is the result of in - 
d eman d rather than d e- 
creasii^ supplies, in the opin ion of 
E. j. Workin g, agricultural econ ­ 
omist of the Un iversity of Illin ois 
College of Agriculture. 


*‘lt is true,'* said Workin g, “that 
the sharp ri.se d urin g the latter 
part of December an d early Jan u­ 
ary was primarily the result of re­ 
d uced marketin gs sin ce mid -Decem­ 
ber. However, -cp un til that time 
marketin gs had been much heavier 
than they were in the 
previous 
year, an d the full effect of the great 
improvemen t in d eman d in the pre­ 
ced in g six mon ths had n ot been ap­ 
paren t. 
“Very heavy marketin gs d urin g 
the first three mon ths of the m ar­ 
ketin g year—October, November, 
an d December—obscured the im­ 
portan ce of the improvin g level of 
d eman d . 
In each of these three 
mon ths, the total n umber of hogs 
slaughtered un d er fed eral in spec­ 
tion exceed ed the 
correspon d in g 
figure for 1939 by about a million 
head , or 20 per cen t. Nevertheless, 
prtces in these mon ths averaged 14 
cen ts a hun d red poun d s above those 
in 1939. 
“It was n ot un til Jan uary that 
mon thly in spected slaughter fell 
below the level of the preced in g 
year, an d for the mon ths of Octo­ 
ber through Jan uary, fed erally in ­ 
spected 
slaughtei 
for 
1940-41 
amoun ted to 20.5 million head s as 
compared with 18.6 million head 
d urin g the correspon d in g mon ths 
of the previous season .” 
Workin g says the price rise d ur­ 
in g the latter part of December an d 
early Jan uary was sharp owin g to 
the early peak of hog marketin gs. 
“Trcspects are that improvemen t 
in d eman d the comin g year wd ll be 
less than d urin g the 
past eight 
mon ths un less in flation ary forces 
become an importan t factor. An y 
improvemen t in d eman d as a result 
of in Uation ary forces, of course, is 
primarily the result of a d epreciat­ 
in g un it of measuremen t 
rather 
than a real an d ben eficial improve­ 
men t in d eman d ,” he said .

It sometimes happened 
th at potatoes were shipped to Du­ 
luth where farm ers had a surplus 
of potatoes* Sweet corn, cabbage 
and onions could be shipped into 
the Chicago m arket where a su r­ 
plus of these 
commodities 
were 
grown. Now the Surplus Commodi­ 
ties Corporation, which is an ad­ 
junct of the AA 4, furnishes relief 
clients 50f'r of their allowance in 
surplus commodities through the 
retail grocery trade. 
This is accomplished by the fol­ 
lo w in g method: The Surplus Com­ 
modities 
Corporation 
cooperates 
(aith th e relief administration and 
the relief administration gives its 
clients stam ps instead of money or 
'commodities for their food. 
Sup­ 
pose a relief client’s fam ily is en­ 
titled to $15 a month for food. This 
is supplied to them in orange col­ 
ored stam ps and they may be used 
only iii the purchase of food items 
in stores th at are cooperating with 
the administration. 
H ow ever for 
every

stam ps the Surplus Commodities 
whch is part of the AAA. furnishes 
one-ha if 
as 
many

stam ps which may be used only for 
th e purchase of foods that are in 
surplus. This list is changed from 
time to time. 
CL A. Hughes has word from Mr. 
Ellsworth F. J. Reilly, who is the

New Technique for Hearing 
A new technique for testing the 
hearing of children with the audi­ 
om eter has been developed by Dr. 
Harold 
Westlake, 
instructor
